often referred to as “bake and freeze,” 
due to its tendency to make patients 
either feel very cold oc very hot after 
taking it. The medication caused Jack's 
lungs to fill up with fluid. Once the 
pocumonia was under control, Jack 
wanted to go home. 

“I was pushing to get out,” said 
Jack, who was released on Jan. 15. “It 
just feels good to get home.” Further 
problems with his lungs caused him to 
be re-admitied to the University of 
Michigan Hospital on Jan. 18 for about 
five days. 

Te was during his few days at home 
that Jack said he felt death knocking 
on his door. The fluid on his lungs at 
night, kept him awake, coughing. He 
was forced to sit up straight almost all 
of the time. 

“T still don’thave lung capacity from 
the fluid,” said Jack. He gets out of 
breath when he walks a long distance. 

The experience, said Kim, has given 
the relationships in her life a deeper 
bevel of meaning that she finds hard to 
explain. 

“It changes your whole life,” said 
Kim. “I cherish my family I think 
even more than I use too. My life isn’t 
as stressful. Being a live donor just 
changes my whole outlook on every- 
thing.” 

She explained that her body knows 
that something is missing and that she 
can feel the void where her right kid- 
ney was once located. Kim was in the 
operating room for five and a half 
hours, Her right kidney was low 
enough in the body, however, that she 
did not have to have any ribs removed. 
She has a 12-inch moon shaped scar 
on her right side. 

The color is already returning to 
Jack’s complexion. While undergo- 
ing dialysis, his skin was a grayish 
color, His face, especially around the 
eyes, is still puffy from excess fluid 
under the skin, but that will eventually 
disappear as the new kidney breaks it 


down. It could take years before the 
kidney is able to fitter out all of the 
excess fluid. 

Doctor's didn't remove Jack's old 
kidneys, which had shrunk. Instead 
they inserted Kim's kidney in front of 
Jack’s stomach. cag 

“It’s not mine anymore,” said Kim 
referring to her father's new kidney.

Afier having their lives revolve 
around his doctor's appointments, 
Sharron and Jack are finding ume on 
their hands.

Crawford-AuSable receives 
drug prevention grants 


Senator George McManus (R- 
Traverse City) recently announced that 
four northern Michigan area school 
systems will receive over $107,411 in 
grant funds to assist with local drug 
and violence-prevention efforts. 

Michigan receives $3.7 million in 
funding under the Safe and Drug-Free 
Schools and Communities Act for local 
districts demonstrating high-need of 
supplemental funds for drug and 
violence-prevention programming.

DOODLES FROM 
THE TALL TIMBER

As indicated iast week, a2- wheeled 
Red River Cart was umigoely designed 
for use Over a variety of terrain and for 
transporting equally-diverse cargoes. 
Whea a cart train stopped for the night, 
a buffalo skin or canvas cover could be 
thrown over the cart to make a sheker 
for the driver and freight alike. The 
cart coukd be converted to a boat by 
detaching the wheels and tashing tem 
wogether in a row, concave side up. 
Four poies were tied to the outer rims 
bo form a rectangular framework which 
was thea covered with buffalo hides 
sewn wgether w form a skin bom 
capable of floating up wo 800 pounds. 
The typical load for such a 2-wheeled 
cart was anywhere from 800 w 1,000 


Trams of 200 or 300 carts left the 
Winnipeg area with cargoes of furs, 
gafinemts and moccasins made by 
the trains requrned north, they carried 
grocenes, tobacco, clothing, wols, 
guos, ammanition and farm 
equipment Some rather unusual items 
were freighted over the wails, including 
a piano that had been sent from Britain 
by stup, and was transported south to 
the Mississippi, following its owner to 
Oregon, and the machinery for a textile 
mili was hauled by cart north from Sc. 
Paul wo the Winnipeg area. 

Packing a cari so it was balanced 
was nO casy task. Besides the freigh:, 
there were the mems needed on the 
journey such as cooking utensils, ax, 


new axles, the driver's gun, a jong- 
handled frying pan, an auger, square, 
buffalo robes and extra clothing in 
waserproof bags, all of which had to be 
accessible if or when the need arose. 

I have ridden on the spring- 
supported board seat of a buckboard, 
the uphoksicred seat in a 2-passenger 
boggy, and even had a go a the metal 
seats op Mowing machines and 
Cultivasors, bot none af uhem compares 
with the description of being a 
passenger in a Red River Cart. 
According io one observer, there was 
Galy one place w ride with any safety 
for your nbs, or without being 
somertsaulted out over the tailboard. 
“You had i be seaitd in fron: on the 
cast's foor, with your kegs hanging 
down pear the tail of the ox or horse.” 
“If you really waned comfort, be a 
broad strip of rawhide from rail to rail 
© support your back, place a fokled 
Dianket or robe under you and sway 
your body with the movement of the 
cart.” 

There was no doubt about the 
proximity of a Red River Can, since 
they made a hellish noise. The sound 
made by a wooden wheel rubbing 
agains the wooden axle could be heard 
three miles away. Some wavelers 
reduced the noise by using the grease 
from their frying pans or the fat from 
some luckless skunk, which reminds 
me that it is almost time for those light 
sleepers to be stinking up the 
neighborhood.

the community is improved with more 
effective communication tools beyond 
the award winning district calendar 
and “Board Happenings,” a synopsis 
of board meeting activities. Our state 
of the art telephone system, installed 
in 1994, offers a choice between live 
and automated attendant, voice mail, 
and “hotlines” for information 
regarding activities in classrooms, 
homework, school activities, and 
school closing. More and a greater 
variety of newsletters fromclassrooms, 
grade levels, schools, and the district 
“School Matters” provide important 
information for parents directly related 
to their children.

The wage reports filed by 
employers annually, reflect the 
amount of wages paid toemployees 
and how much was withheld far 
Social Security, federal, state and 
Medicare taxes during the past year. 
Large employers are required to 
make wage reports by magnetic 
media, but businesses with fewer 
than 250 wage reports have the 
option of filing by cither magnetic 
media or paper. 

Exrors in filing these reports can 
be costly, both to workers who rely 
on the carnings information for 
accurate retirement, survivors, 
disability and Medicare hospital 
insurance benefits, and for 
employers. Correct reporting saves 
time and moncy for the employer 
and for the government. The Social 
Security Administration 
investigates over 200,000 wage 
reporting errors annually. IRS can 
assess penalties for the employer if

Among those harmful species Grese 
listscommon buckthorn, autumn olive, 
European honeysuckle, Japanese 
honeysuckle and purple loosestrife, 
all of which often eliminate a good 
number of desirable native species, 
Landscapting the “natural” way can 
mean less dependence on watering, 
chemicals, and labor in the long run. 
But Grese does admit the natural 
landscape will probably never be 
maintenance free. So, don’t throw out 
manual clippers or your favorite 
shovel, hoe or rake. 

“Instead,” Grese said, “natural- 
design landscapes begin to engage 
people in learning something abou 
the quiet beauty of the local flora and 
provide them an opportunily to 
contribute personally to helping 
rebuild the integrity of toca!

Help available in 
identifying chiid 
accident victims 


New child safety seat identity stick- 
ers are being made available in Michi- 
gan to help identify children involved 
in vehicle crashes, The stickers allow 
emergency medical technicians and 
emergency room staff to quickly iden- 
tify the child and treat his or her inju- 
ries. 

The program launch in Michigan 
coincides with national Child Passen- 
get Safety Awareness week, Feb. 11- 
17. 

Indiana first introduced the stickers 
when a 13-month-old boy named Chad 
was involved in a traffic crash. The 
babysitter who had been driving was 
killed. Chad was injured, but noone at 
the scene knew his identity. It was 
only because an emergency room nurse 
recognized him that his parents could 
be quickly located and his injuries 
cated. 

“While it is a remote possibility thet 
a child would be in this kind of sitw- 
ation, we wanted to make similar stick- 
ers available for children in Michi- 
gan,” said Betty J. Mercer, executive 
director of the Office of Highway 
Safety Planning. 

The Michigan Kids Identity Sticker 
provides space for the child's name 
and address, as well as the name of 
their parents and physician. The sticker 
should be placed on the right comer 
(child’s right) under the cushion or the 
center back of the safety seat.
